An alarm of “Fire” was given in Crom- 
well on Thurail.iy night Inst. It was fonnil tliat 
the pnrlour cliimney of Suiithain’a Kawtirau 
Hotel had accidently ignited. Plenty of willing 
hands were speedily on the spot, and Mr Good- 
gcr mounted the roof, quickly extinguishing the 
hLizo. Jlcyond the domolltion iif a man’s coat 
(used ill iduggiug the chimney), no harm was 
done. 

An aj)plicAtion for a quaitz-reof pro- 
apcotiti" claim was made In the Warden’s Court 
la.st Thursday, hy Messrs Jones, Peace, and 
Company, proprietors of tha Ri9e*aud-Shiue 
sluicing claim. Some time ago, while Bluicing 
ill the credited, they imeartlied a body of ^old- 
bearing qnWz, from which moat proimsmg 
Hpecimeiia have been obtained ; the reef^ or 
leader crosalu^ the course of the stream at right 
angles, or nearly so, and being of good 
workable thickness. The discoverers kept the 
affair quiet until withiu a few days ago, 
when they deemed it advisable, for the 
conservation of their interests, to make a 
public diaclosuve of their good fortune. It is 
regarded as only a leader by the parties inte- 
rested, but they expect to be able to trace it to 
the main lode, which la suvraised to be noar at 
hand. To the achievement of this result, un- 
tiring efforts are now being directed by the party, 
and it is to be hoped their laboors will be 
crowned with success. Their application was 
granted. 

The down mail to Dunedin, wlnoli 
should have gone by last Tuesday’s coacli, was 
(inadvertently, moat probably,} forgotten to be 
taken on by the driver. Its tletention has been 
a cause of unpleiisaiitness and monetary loss to 
many townspeople, particularly to those who 
purchas(Hl sectirms at the recent Government 
land sale. Habnr.lay last was the time ap- 
puinte l for payment to be made to the Receiver 
of L;uid Revenue ; but owing to the non-depar- 
turc of the mail at tlie proper time, remittances 
to that orticcr wouM not reach him on that date. 
Parties so transmitting were therefore placeil in 
an awkward position. To nbvuate any disagree- 
able cousequcuces that might have ensued, the 
tolegr.a[ih had to bu placed in roquisltirm, en* 
tailing considerable e.vfcra expense on the really 
bluMU less purchasers. Tins tuitlav ought to be 
refunded, but we expect that will take pbicc 
wlicii the Millenium arrives. It may be st.aLcd 
tb.at no blame attaches to the Postm’tstcr here. 
Our present postal communicatirm with Hun- 
eliii is miserably incffic-eiit ; for notwithstanding 
yiir tri-wcekly mail service, a week, at least, 
must elapse ere a reply con be received to a 
letter scut to the Metroptjlis. Surely a place 
distant « hun'lrr'l aii-l jVrf;/ /n'd'M from the 
Capital of the l*roviucc ouLdit, in tliese days of 
rapid li^cojuotiou, to be placed in more im- 
mediate communicatimi with its comnieroisil 
centre. Every one cannot alf'ord to semi tele- 
graphic messages, cveu though their bu3uics.s be 
of an urgent nature.

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WATER FOR THE GOLDFIELDS 

— o ~- •• 

We give below Rome extracts from tlic Re- 
port of Mr G. E. Kiiu^liton, tho Conujiiasionor 
appointed to enquire into a«d rejxirt ui^on 
the Water Supply to llm Goldfields. Tlio 
Select Committea appointed by tlio Pro- 
vincial Council on tlio Gtli inat., witb the 
A'icw of giving some practical effect to the 
information obtained by Mr liaiigliton, will 
most probably bring up their report during 
the present week : — 

Tlie subject of Water Supply upon the 
(^oldtields of Ot:ago having been rofori'cd to 
me by the Executive Govcrmiicut, ivith the 
object that I should ascertain in what direc- 
tion advantage might be taken of the Public 
Works and Immigration iVet, 18TI, I desire, 
before suggesting the alternative 83'stcms 
under wliiuh Government aasistaiice might 
rationally be applied to the constnictioii of 
public worlds, and indicating in detail the 
works which may pi’acti&dly be effected, to 
remark that, geographically and physically, 
the circumstmices of the Otago Goldfields 
preclude the possibility of any general appli- 
cation of the scheme as developed in Part 
III. of the Act, the proposed subsidy being 
strictly confined to “ worlvs for supplying 
water,” wliile no provision is made for the 
omatniction of sludge channels in deep 
ground, or the rendering auriferous comilry 
accessible by means of roads and tracks, I 
would therefore urge uixin the Government 
the expediency of recommending to the Ge- 
neral Assembly such modification of the law 
as may render this and future subsidies avail- 
able for the general encouragement of mining 
enterpriac ; to be appropriated pro rata to 
the population in the several diatricts accord- 
ing to their special requirements. 

*... * * * * 

It will be seen that little or no difference 
of opinion exists upon the question of the 
principle, whether or not mining enterprise 
should be subsidised by the Goverimiciit. 
Public meetings at Clyde, Cromwell, Law- 
rence, Alexandra, Teviot, and Orepuki, the 
^liners’ Ooinuiittees at Nasoby and Lawrence, 
and the local commisaion in the Wulcatip dis- 
trict, liave affirmed this without a dissentient 
voice. It maybe taken, tlien, as proven that 
the policy of the measure is apiwoved of by 
the minei'S themselves. Tlie manner in which 
the subsidy should be applied and made avail- 
able, opens up much more debateable ground, 
and, as might liavc been expected, contradic- 
tnr}’’ opinions are expressed. The Actw'ould 
appear to provide for actual purchase or coii- 
stmetion of the works, with contingent Ua- 
bilitics for maintenance, or for a guarantee 
of interest at 0 per cent, to contnvetors for 
tlifi construction. Iii both those cases, the 
rjuestion of managomeut is left open, and it 
ia one the practical solution of which is by 
no means easy. All the witnesses seem to 
f<H:I this, and tho^c who, without qualifica- 
tion, recommend that tiic works .should be 
kept in the hands of the Government, fail to 
indicate any plan b}’ ivliich this could be rea- 
Konably earned out. It would necessarily 
entail the Icceping-np of a large and expen- 
sive staff, and conhl hardly prove satisfactory 

the miners. Certainly it would be asource 
of constant embarrjissiuent to the Govern- 
ment. TJig price of water supply being regn- 
luted by the supply, on the one hand there 
would be agitation to reduce the price to a 
iniuinmin, on the other the cry of interference 
with private iuteresta. Legal proceedings 
are almost inseparable from the posses.'siou of 
water-race property, owing to the thousand 
ami one causes well inulei*stood upon the 
Goldfields. What, then, would be tlic posi- 
tion of the Government, constantly in its 
own Courts for lachef!, wilful or otlierwiae, of 
its eiupbtye.s ? Again, there is the coiisidera- 
ti(jn of apportioning the supply equitably 
w’Jicn demand is in excess of supply. Is it 
to be ** first come fir.st served 7” How long 
is a grant to stand ? under what circumstances 
renewed ] The witnesses whom I hiivc al- 
luded to aa being in favour of works being 
retained in the hands of the Government, 
liavo either not thought out these points, or 
have declined the res|')oa5ibility of entering 
into })articulars. The matter bristles with 
dilUcuItie.s, and although it does not lie within 
my special function as Commissioner to ad- 
vise politically, I desire to warn the Govem- 
mciit not to endorse without conaldci’ation 
the opinions of the majority of the witnesses 
\ijJon this point. 

* * * * * * 

I will now proceed to consider scriuttm 
tlie various schemes w'liich were suggested 
or have suggested tliemselves, to me, follow- 
ing the order of the Wardens’ dustricts : — 
■HVAKATIr. 

My personal kiunvlcdge of this district 
induces me to form the conclusion that any 
system of extenaive reservoirs and hoad- 
racea i.s not ju’actic.'ihle, e.<cc[)t at an expen.se 
far beyond what the district could reason- 
ably expect as its share of the subsidy ; nor, 
if cnuHtnictcd, do I think such a system 
could be beneficiiilly utilised. Tina, I may 
explain, results from the broken character of 
the couutvyuml the scattered localities of the 
aurifuruus dc[it>sits, which, so far as ascer- 
t'l'mod, .‘icem in intuit c.iaes to lie in iiaiTow 
strips in mure or leas isolated po.sitions. 
While not prepared to advocate any exten- 
sion or c:o.stly system of water supply, I may 
state that tlicre are many localities where 
works of more or less magnitude might be 
consfcnicted with a prospect of opening fresh 
ground and adding to tlie field of labor open 
to the miner. Government a8.si8taucc in this 
way would best be made available by the 
advance of money up<m tlie security of the 
irorka, to companies or associated bodies of 
miners. 

THE DUySTAX. 

In this diRtrict there exist vast areas of 
kno A'ii payable auriferous ground who'?e only 
limitation in resultant from tho quantity uf 



water that can bo brought to boar upon 
them. Tho Dunstsin Ranges, dividing the 
Maiiulierikia basin from that of tho Liudia, 
from Iho fnrthcnnost spin’s of Moutit St. 
Tlathuns to tho Dunstan Gorge ; the Garrick 
Ranges, similar in fonmition to the Luustaiij 
and the large area from thence to tha Baii- 
noeburn River, are all notably auriferous. 
Tho banks of the Clutha, as far as they have 
been tested with the available moagro supply 
of water, liavo been found everywliere pay- 
able, and present a field for successful enter- 
priso perhaps unequalled in tho province. 
Tiicsc, I may say, include tho principal 
ground at present hardly available to the 
minor for want of water, and capable, with 
water, of supporting a population nf many 
thousands. The district, rich as it may be 
considered in its area of auriferous land, is 
equally favored in the number of practicable 
sources from wliich water can be obtained. 
Mr Pyke, hi his evldenco, remarks : — 
Emerging from the Dunstan ranges in this 
direction (towards the Mamiherikia) are 
three considerable streams, the Landerhiirn, 
the Spottsburn, and the Cliatto Greek, In 
neither of these has the full water jjower 
been expended, and there yet remains a 
Viirying supply of from 20 to 40 ahiice-lieads 
capable of being diverted to mining pur- 
poses. But a larger and more comprehen- 
sive scheme than the application of those 
streams would extend to is necessary, if any 
solid and permanent benefit is to be con- 
ferred upon the gold-producing interests of 
the Province. Through the centre of the 
Dunstiin district sweeps the swift current of 
the Manuherikia River, having always a con- 
siderahle fall, and hurrying a large body of 
water to be mingled with and lost in the 
gi’cater Clutha. I heg to suggest, therefore, j 
that a race to carry as large a body of water 
as can fairly be diverted, having regard to 
the interests of the miners and setllei's be- 
low, might be constructed from a point below 
the junction of Dunstan Crcclc with this 
river. Its course should be towards and 
along the slope of tho ranges, at as high a 
level as engineers may deem attainable, and 
in its course the surplus waters of the 
I streams named iu paragraph 3 could be ab- 
' sorbed as tho race passed on.” Upon the 
I Garrick Ranges on the Bannockburn side, as 
1 high as the snow-line, the water from Coal 
I Creek, to the extent of some 16 sluice-heads, 
j is available. This, for mining purposes, re- 
! presents a very much larger quantity, be- 
cause the water, after passing the claims at 
the highest level, would be available for 
luirties lower d«»wii the range. Mr Baird, 
upon this])oint, remarks : — I am quite ccr- 
taiii if ten or tweh’e Govemment sluice- 
heads of water could he brought in to com- 
mand this ground, it would affoid profitable 
employment for 400 or 500 minei*s in addition 
tn those already employed in tlic district.” 
With regard to the banks of the Clutha, Mr 
Pyke’s suggestion as to the desirability of 
trying one nf Mr J. T. Tliomson’s ■water- 
lifting machines is Avorthy of uttGiition. 
The only practicable method of working this 
ground by means of the river itself, and if 
■; HO economical a machine as tliat invented by 
Mr Thomson proves c.apal>le of doing the 
calculated w<n'k, mining will })C absolutely 
revolutionised in the Dunstan, ^Vakatip, and 
Teviot districts. T Avouid therefore indicate 
three works ivlucli might with advantage to 
the public receive the assistance of the Go- 
A^ormueiit in the Dumstan district : — (1) A 
large head-race from the Manuherikia river 
[below the junction of the Dunstan Creek, 
proceeding along the slope of the ranges of 
tlie Dunstan Gtirge. This Avould be n work 
<if gi'eat magnitude, and would take time to 
complete. It would, however, be utilised, 
all along its course, and Aroubl be available 
for mining almost from its head. (2.) A 
head-race from Coal Creek on to the Ban- 
nockhurn Range. Tlie longtlx of this range 
would be, at the utmost, 24 miles, and the 
cost of construction has been variously esti- 
mated at from £.5D00 tn £12,000. (3.) The 
trial upon the banks of tlic Chitlia of one of 
Thomson’s water-lifting machinca, This, 
u]ion a small scale — say tn lift one head of 
water — according to the inventor, might be 
j ell'ected for £400. 



Discovery of a New Lake. 

— O — 

A correspondent, in u lettter to tho “ Ar- 
roAv Advocate” of Friday hist gives tho fol- 
lowing interesting account of the discovery 
of a iiuAv Uko ; — 

Having explored during tlie past summer 
a portion of tiie Upper Shotover, hitherto a 
“ terra incognita,” I now beg to communi- 
cate a slight addition to the geographical 
knoAvlcdge of this district. Aacendliig the 
mountiiins on the west bank of the river, 
for tho purpose of ascertaining the direction 
of the main valley, I observed, in a branch | 
valley to the north of ConUur Peak, a lofty ' 
i ba.uier running across, apparently, the 
j nioraino of an ancient glacier ; and I felt 
I convinced from its appearance, that the 
: basin in its rear must be occupied by a lake. 
Dotcriuiiicd to solve the question, I started ! 
with a companion from the Forks, where the 
right and left branches join the main river. 
About tAvo miles above this junction the 
valley trends in a N.W. direction, and 
narrows considerably for about four miles, 
where it is joined at the base of Centaur 
Peaks by a strong stream, which I have ! 
named Dilston Creek, on the banks of Avliich j 
a patch of Birch bush is visible. Tlie valley I 
hero turns sharp to tlie north again, and 
Avidens a little, but becomes more desolate in 
appearance. About three miles and a-half 
further, tlie river receives a considerable 
tributary, still from the Avest side, the creeks 
on tho east side being mere toirents. As 
this Avas the branch I purposed following 
up, Ave commenced to ascend it on foot, 
horses being of no further sendee. About 
a mile and a-half furtlier on avo readied the 
base of the moraine, and noAv commenced j' 
an arduous task, the scrub and snoAv-giuss 
being nearly Ica’cI Avith our shoulders, and 
the ascent so steep, that our hands w'ere con- 
stantly in requisition. AVheli nearly mid- 
way, Ave encountered a perfect chaos of 
rocks, piled up in most adniirable cruifusion, : 
in some places leaving a road miderneatU ; , 
bej'aml this the ascent became more gradual, 
terminating in an undulating top, almost 
devoid of vegetation. Having trav'crsed j 
this for about a mile, wc Avere rcAvardc<l Avitli ‘ 
the fii-st glimpse of a deep blue lake, com- 
pletely tilling the holloAV in the mountiiins. 
Tliis lake, wJiicli I have mimed Lochnfujnr, 
seems to be about three miles in length, and 
one mile and a-quartev in AA-idth, and with 
its picturesque sun-oundiiigs of jagged 
peaks, clad to the Avater's edge Avitli snow, 
frirm a scene sublime, but desglato in tho 
extreme, Tlie creek Avliich floAV's in at the 
hciul, emerges from a field of snoAv and icc, 
and falls over a precipice to the level of the 
lake, the pi’ospect at the upper end of tlie 
valley being bounded by a fine peak, Avhich 
I luiA'c named Jloiiut Ounningluim. At the 
date of our Adsit it A\‘as impossible to peue- 
trato further Avithmit the aid of a boat, the i 
shores of the lake being apparently inac- 
cessible towards tlie head. At tho point; 
where the surplus Avator makes its exit from I 
the hike, there have heon immense slips on 
tho nuiuntains, and the falls on the creek 
must be aa*c 11 worthy of a A'islt, as it makes 
a descent of at least, 500 feet in a mile.

A fair trial took 
place, anil on the men being found guilty 
they were sentenced to twcnty-fiA'c lashes 
and transportation to a Windward l.iland for 
three years, to work on a Avhite man's phm- 
tatirm. They were yesterday brought to 
LoA'uka, and Avill shortly proceed to one of 
Mr Hemiiiigs* Islands. ARcr tho object nf 
the gathering had been so succosafuUy at- 
tained, the following resolution AVaa passed : — 
'That this meeting pledges itself individually 
and collectively to treat every case of out- 
rage on Avhitcs in tho samo manner as lias 
been done to-day, and tliat for that pui-pose 
four gentlemen be appointed co receive and 
investigate complaints.’”

MR CUTTEN’S LAND RBSOLU- 
TIONS. .

The folloAvingaro the resolutiona introduced 
by Mr W, H, Cutteu, and passed by tho Pro- 
vincial Council, AA^itli the vioAV of facilitating 
the acquirement of land for boni fid^ settle- 
inent. We are glad to observe from tho divi- 
aioii lists that the resolutions Avere carried by 
50 large a majority as 31 to 7. A division 
Avaa taken on the first resolution only, all the 
others being carried “on the voices.” TI10 
division list is appended : — I i

1. “ That the Hundreds Regulation Act, 18G9, 
and the Huiidrcda Regulation Amendment Act, 
1S70, are injurioiia to the interests of the people 
of Otago, by impeding settlement, creating de- 
lay in opening land for purchase, and diminish, 
itig the land revenue of the Province, and there- 
fore the said Act should be repealed.” 

2. ** That, as in many of the earlier proclaimed 
Hundreds, the Crown Lands bear aa small a pro- 
portion to the sold land as to render the amounts 
collected as assessment so small as not to pay 
the expense of a Ranger's salary, tho Waste 
Lands Act Amendment Act be repealed, and 
ether provisions made in lieu thereof, so that in 
all Huudreda the rate of assessment be reduced 
when two-thivcl» of the said hundreds have been 
Sold, and shall cease entirely Avhen three-fourths 
of any Hundred be sold.” 

3. “ That it is desirable that the land laiA's of 
tho Province should be made more liberal, and 
ebat f.'Acllities should be offered for hoiia fide set- 
tlement and occupation of land by deferred pay- 
uieuts of the piirchaaO’Uioiicy, rnd by alloAving 
the routs of land held under agricultural leases 
being placed to the credit of the lessee as pur- 
chase-money, in tho event of his becoming pur- 
chaser," 

4. “That the extent of such holdings be 
limited to 320 acres by any one person, and 
shall not be transferr.able, except iu the event 
of the death of the holder, and then only with 
the sanction of the Government.” 

5. That a license to occupy any quantity of 
liiul not exceeding 320 acres, may ho granted to 
any persmi of IS years of age, not under .any 
legal disability, except nmi-age, for throe years 
on the following conditions : — 

6 “That he shall occupy the laud by resiil- 
iiig thereon, within six months from the liociise 
being granted. 

7- “'riiab he shall enclose and plough one- 
tciith part of his holding Avithin two years. 

S. “And sball Avitlun three years expend £1 
per acre in improTcnients,” 

9. ‘ ‘ On compliance with the above com! itiona, 
the licensee shall be entitled to acquire the 
Freehold on payment of such a sum as, together 
Avith the fees already paid, Avill make the pur- 
chase money £1 lOs per acre, or obtain a leaao 
for seven years, at a rental of 3s per acre per 
annum. ” 

10. “ That all applicants for land on deferred 
payments sliall, during the currency of their 
licenses, have the same rights of pasturage as 
the purchasers by immediate payment. 

U. “That any person who shall have taken 
up .any smaller quantity of lani, on deferred 
payment, may increase hia holding to 320 acres 
at any time.” 

1*2. “ The Superintendent, with the consent 
of the Executive Oouncil, may from time to 
time proclaim districts or blocks of Land, Avithin 
Avhich licenses to occupy on deferred payments 
may be granted, cither exclusively or together 
with land open for sale by immcfli.ate payment, 
and may alter, amend, or revoke such procla* 
mation.'’ 

13. “ That the Superintendent be empoAvered, 
AvIth the sanction of the Provincial Council, 
from time to tinm to proclaim certain areas out 
side Hundi'cds or blocks, for the purpnae of 
settlement, h3’ purchase on deferred payments.” 

14. “ That .a Bill be prepared to give effect to 
the foregoing resolutions, and that the same be 
laid on tho table of the Provincial Council 
during the present session.”

Thirty thousand operatives are on strike at 
Oldham, in consequence of the dispute re- 
garding the closing hour on Saturdays. 

The * Tiiueg’ publishes telegi'ams from Co- 
penhr^en, stating that difficultiea have arisen 
between Denmark and Prussia, incon 5 D<pieuee 
of emigi’ants from Schleswig to Denmark 
having been called to their military districts 
for the 15th of May. 

The steamer Queen of the Thames was 
wrecked off the Cape of Good Hope. The 
Breton arrived at Plymouth on the 14th of 
May, with the first-class passengers ; tho 
second-clarss will follow by tho next Cape 
steamer.
